There la always simmering In 
the kitchen of a good cook, the pot of 
stock made from the liquor from mush- 
room cans, or trimmings, bits of fowl 
that are trimmed In the dressing, aa 
well as vegetables.

Sauce* are thickened fluid, flavored 


with vegetables, savored with meat 
and bones and seasoned with condi- 
ments and herbs.

In the form 
of flour, coraitaroh, arrow root, egg 
yolks, or In cold sauces oil and gela- 
tin.

the stock. The bone* un-d are prefer- 
ably veal, crushed and rousted. 


I -Basic sauces most commonly used 
jar* the well-known white sauce and 
1 brown sauce called Espagnole.

To make Espagnole, take chopped 


'calves' feet and tenl bone*, crushed, 
with trimming* from uncooked haul 


j cut Into small pieces, chopped carrots, 
leeks, onions, celery and parsley roots, 
•alt, pepper cloves, bay leaf and thyme, 
all pat Into a flat roasting pan; spread 
with sweet fat to prevent burning and 
roast to a gotdtn color In the oven. 
Stir until the under nurfuces are 
brown, then sprinkle with flour and 
let the flour brown lightly. Hemove the 
whole mass to a saucepan, cover with 
cold water and simmer for els hours 
<m the back of the stove. Strain and j 
reduce by simmering three more hours, j 
skimming during the cooking. This 
sauce U placed In the Ice box to be 
Used a* required. 


In making the white sauce tb* 


French cook usrs half butter and half 
chicken fat; when bubbling hot add 
the flour, blend and cook, adding the 
milk hot. stir constantly, then let stand 
for fifteen minute* over water to finish 
rooking.

drippings. 


The Ingredients should be kept cold, 


although I have known tome peopla 
t» have good results by using hot 
water Instead of cold. 
However, I 


have alwius had better results when 
using cold water and all cold Ingre- 
dients while mixing.
